The Qreateat Since 1832-33— Predic- 
«f Foster, the WMthw 
ProplMt. 



Foster, the weather prophet, in his last 
letter says : " Beginning with the first 
week in May of this year and on<ling with 
last week in June, 18i)2, will constitute 
the greatest storm period since 1832-33, 
and it will be at its greatest force during 
the' coming winter. The winter will set 
in eariy, and with ita unusual cold and 
great snow storma and blinards will be 
wiiat isternieil ;i very luml winter. These 
winter storms will begin in the northern 
tier of dtatea with great aeverity in Octo- 
ber and an eariy winter very severe all 
over the contlnMit Will ioUow. The force 
of the atonns will increase very gradually 
and the May storms will not be so marked 
as those later on. We will probably have 
an occasional tornado, but destructive 
storms will not attract general attention 
till after June 8th, when the great battle 
of the elements will begin in earnest, 
and every month will bring its noted 
storms. June la not always a month of 
great storms, but it will be thia year, and 
should my predictions be verified as to 
that month the public will give more at- 
tention to what I have said as to the 
eleven months that follow it. October 
and November are the months that usu- 
ally hrint; the tropical hurricanes that are 
sometimes very dangerous on the Uulf of 
Mezioo and occasionally do damage as 

far north as Tennessee and ArkanaaS. 
The great hurricanes liiat visited the 
lower Mississippi and the coast of the 
Gulf of Mexico in 1832-33 will be separa 
ted next October and November. When- 
ever you find an old man who followed 
fiat-boating on the Ohio and Misaiaeippi 
riven in 1832-33 you will find an oracle 
who can reveal much history about the 
hurricanes of the lower Mississippi at 
that tiYne. Portions of Florida were 
greatly damaged by the hurricanea sixty 
years ago. 

" I do not desire to create any unneces- 
sary sensation about this very j^reat sfoj-ni 
period, but no harm can come by being 
prepared for the very severe winter and 
the great storms. Hundreds of thou- 
sands of people who read niy weather 
forecasts every week will have great faith 
in the predictions made in this letter for 
they know that I am very careful and sel- 
dom mislead them. The forecasts are not 
baaed on any siqtentition or secret, but 
on what I knov lo be and on what any 
person may know to be real physical 
causes. 

" The eauaes ef this period of great dis- 

turbances will Jie the ecjuinor of Saturn 
in October, and the equinox of Jupiter 
in January. Jupiter's equinox occurred 
in August and Saturn's in October, is;?2, 
and hence the great storms of that and 
the year following. 

" The equinoxes of thege planets caiise 
groat electric disturbances in our solar 
system, just as ilo the equinoxes of our 
earth in March and September, but on a 
larger scale. Electricity is the force that 
causes nil .«itornis, anil the sun and all the 
planets throw an electric force far into 
space over theii*. .equators, as does the 
electro dynamo, and consequently when 
any planet passes ita equinoctial, the 
electric tensions of the sun and of that 
planet are disturl)e<l and siiimltaiieously 
the electric force of every planet in the 
solar system is unbalanced, which aflbcts 
the electric currenta of the earth."
